Au tomobile owners are d u e to 
get another socking Janu ary 1 as 
it will be necessary to bu y a spe­ 
cial container for their certifi­ 
cate of title. 
The new law prov id es that the 
hold ers issu ed u pon the sale of 
license plates, “shall be promin­ 
ently d isplay ed at all times in a 
hold er approv ed by and bearing 
the stamp of approv al of the 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, 
in the lower insid e right-hand 
corner of the wind shield .” 
While the price of the hold ers 
which motorists wil] hav e to bu y 
has not been established , the law 
prov id es that the cost shall not 
ex ceed 25 cents each. 
The state has contracted with 
a Chicago firm to make the 
small hold ers at 12.9 cents each, 
so it might be ex pected that the 
motorist will pay the fu ll 25 
cents. 
Ind iana had a law like that 
once before when a special con­ 
tainer was requ ired bu t it soon 
lacked enforcement. 
Perhaps in the nex t campaign 
we will learn that some of the 
big shots in the state hou se own 
stock in the container company 
in Chicago, and the law was 
passed in ord er to make a big 
contribu tion to the concern. 
If motor license plates are 
mad e in the state prison, then 
why cou ld not the small hold ers 
be mad e there also, and at abou t 
two cents each instead of 12.9, 
cents?

Whatev er the ou tcome of the

By Officials In Oh io Town; Officers 


Say Ch ild Delinquency Is Improved 


^Powhatan, O., Ju ly 30 (A5) — A 
pastor and two pu blic officials 
end orsed tod ay Marshal Ed ward 
Carpenter’s fiv e-y ear-old m eth­ 
od of pu blic squ are whipping 
for y ou thfu l d elinqu ents. 
Carpenter’s sy stem of bend ing 
a lad ov er a barrel and apply ing 
a strap in plain sight of any of 
this v illage’s 2,500 inhabitants 
who care to look on d rew from 
the Rev . Vernon C. Ty ree of the 
St. Clairsv ille Method ist chu rch 
the comment that the m arshal’s 
method was a “rev iv al of the old 
whipping post and in some cases 
a rev iv al of this method wou ld 
d o a commu nity a great good . In 
some cases, I wou ld n’t mind ad ­ 
ministering the lash my self.” 
And from May or John Good ­ 
hu e Jr., came: 
“W hat Carpenter d oes» is his 
bu siness. I d on’t interfere either 
in or with the method and hav e 
had no complaints abou t it from 
citizens. Bu t I’ll say this, we’v e 
had a peaceable commu nity for 
some time now.” 
Said Probate Ju d ge Harry L. 
Albright: 
“The m atter has not been 
brou ght officially to my atten­ 


tion bu t I know this, that ju ­ 
v enile d elinqu ency in Powhatan 
has fallen off nearly 60 per cent 
ov er what it was before Car­ 
penter’s reported ‘barrel ju stice’ 
went into effect.” 
The hu sky m arshal recou nted 
an ex ample of his “barrel ju s­ 
tice,” say ing that an ou tbreak 
of play ing hookey from school 
resu lted in a rou nd u p of 21 of­ 
fend ers.

Each was requ ired to report 
each ev ening for a month for a 
strapping. Carpenter said that' 
when he got tired apply ing the 
treatm ent, he d irected those who 
had been pu nished to d o the 
same for their companions.

fice, Cosgrov e told au d itors not 
to inclu d e the 6 -cents-a-mile al­ 
lowance prev iou sly award ed all 
sheriffs in cou nties of less than 
30,000. He said sheriffs of 7 0 of 
the state’s 92 cou nties wou ld be 
affected by the ru ling.

One officer and 
two sailors 
were reported to hav e perished 
in the attack and the fire that 
swept the v essel bu t it

feared there were other v ictims. 
Reports from coastal 
points 
said 11 persons managed to es­ 
cape from the 
freighter and 
reached land this morning in a 
small boat. It was not y et d efi­ 
nitely known whether the ship 
had carried refu gees, as prev ­ 
iou sly reported . 
Efforts to tow the boat to shore 
d u ring the night were giv en u p, 
bu t the French tu g Obstine re­ 
tu rned to its sid e tod ay to make 
another attem pt. 
Two Spanish tankers, La Va- 
letta and La Zorroza were shelled 
by the same su bmarine, it was 
reported , bu t were able to con­ 
tinu e on their v oy age to Valen­ 
cia. 
The caretaker of a French 
lighthou se a t Espigu ette in the 
Gu lf of Lions, part of the Med i­ 
terranean, witnessed the shelling 
of the And u tz Mend i. He said it 
took place within three miles of 
his station. 
The And u tz Mend i cau ght fire 
from the first shell which stru ck 
it^ stern, he related . Two accom­ 
pany ing tankers managed to es­ 
cape the rain of projectiles.

Cairo, Egy pt, Ju ly 29 (/P)—A 
stalw art, firm -chinned y ou th of 
18, His M ajesty Farou k the first, 
was inv ested today as the first 
king of an independent Egpy t 
since the Mamelu ke ru lers were 
conq u ered by Tu rkish hordes in 
the 16 th centu ry . 
W ith a dignity bey ond 
his 
y ears, 
the 
hu sky -shou ldered 
m onarch took oath before his 
assembled cham ber and senate. 
He became king of Misr, lord of 
Nu bia and the Su dan and sov ­ 
ereign of K ordofan and Darfou r 
to the wild acclaim of 15 ,000,000 
su bjects and a display of fanfare 
and ritu al w ithin this ancient 
capital. 
He v owed “my Almighty God 
to respect and obey the con­ 
stitu tion and laws of the Egy p­ 
tian people, safegu ard my cou n­ 
try ’s independence and defend 
its territory .” 
Shou ts of “y ehia el m alek!”— 
“long liv e the king!”—throu gh­ 
ou t his land echoed the acclaim 
tha t broke ou t among the select 
assembly 
in 
the 
parliam ent 
bu ilding. 
There is no crown of Egy pt and 
the ceremony was an inv estitu re 
rather than a coronation in the 
western sense. The su ggestion 
tha t Farou k shou ld be crowned 
with the 3 ,000-y ear old Diadem 
of Tu t-A nkh-Am en had been ov ­ 
erru led 
becau se 
the 
actu al 
crowning of a king is not in ac­ 
cord w ith Islamic law. 
Farou k is the first inv ested 
king of Egy pt. His father, Fau d, 
the first, had changed the title 
from the traditional one of su l­ 
tan to king. 
The glory of ancient Egy pt of 
the Pharoahs seemed reborn in 
Cairo and the m agnificent Mag- 


lis

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RISE IN FARM INCOME 
Cash income of farmers will be approx imately 
$9 ,500,000,000 this y ear, according to the Bu reau 
of Agricu ltu ral Economics. This figu re, which 
confirms earlier estimates, may go ev en higher 
for it is based on a 21 per cent increase the. first 
fiv e months of this y ear ov er the corresponding 
period of 19 36 . The ex perts ex pect not only that 
this rate wili be maintained, bu t also that it may 
be bettered, taking into accou nt the u pward 
trend in prices of wheat and other farm com­ 
modities. 
Dedu cting cost of materials u sed in produ ction, 
wages, interest, tax es, rent and depreciation 
leav es a net income of abou t $5,300,000,000 for the 
faim ers’ labor, capital and management. It is 
within 7 per cent of the comparable retu rn of 
19 29 . This per cent less in net is partly offset by 
the betterment in the ratio of prices paid by 
farmers, which stands at abou t 9 8 per cent of 
prewar. Farn\ pu rchasing power actu ally ex ­ 
ceeds that of 19 29 . 
Another consideration to be kept in mind is 
that the cash income total, althou gh inclu ding 
benefit pay ments, takes no accou nt of the non­ 
farm occu pational income of farm operators. A 
recent su rv ey by Robert F. Martin of the Nation­ 
al Indu strial Conference Board, estimates this 
class of income at not less than $1,000,000,000 in 
19 34 at skilled wage rates. That basis he con­ 
sidered more nearly representativ e than com­ 
mon labor wage, bu t at the latter rate the amou nt 
was pu t at $6 50,000,000. Figu red by either method 
the non-occu pational income for 19 34 was more 
than in 19 29 , the respectiv e totals for the latter 
y ear hav ing been as giv en, $6 50,000,000 and $550,- 
0 0 0,0 0 0. 
This ev idence of recov ery obv iou sly is more ir­ 
regu lar as between different regional areas. Defi­ 
nite dedu ctions are hazardou s, bu t of the gen­ 
eral improv ement among the great majority of 
farmers the income figu res are conclu siv e. Fu r­ 
ther proof is had from the Farm Credit Admin­ 
istration’s report that loans totaling nearly 
$100,000,000 had been repaid to Ju ne 1, althou gh 
most of the pay ments were not req u ired by law. 
They represented real v olu ntary repay ments.

Washington —Right at 
the 
time congress was so embroiled 
ov er the cou rt issu e a situ ation 
dev eloped in the Kentu cky cou rt 
of appeals which for sheer nov ­ 
elty far ou tdistanced the pro­ 
posal to pu t “new blood” on the 
U. S. Su preme Cou rt. Yet it made 
few national headlines. Kentu c­ 
ky became only mildly ex cited. 
Gov ernor

(Happy ) 
Chandler recently sponsored a 
state income tax law which was 
signed, among other things, to 
tax state office holders. It was 
promptly u pheld by state district 
cou rts. 
In the cou rse of time the test 
case on the tax was carried to 
the circu it cou rt of appeals, the 
highest cou rt in Kentu cky . It was 
a ticklish situ ation for the cou rt, 
since the members themselv es 
are salaried state officials, su b­ 
ject to su ch a tax . 


Court Sits Back 
Now there is precednt for 
cou rts to act on q u estions of 
pu blic policy v itally affecting the 
members. State ju dges hav e been 
called u pon to decide the v alidity 
of acts affecting the method of 
their election to office. 
Ju dges hav e u pheld or reject­ 
ed v ariou s sales tax es, which, of 
cou rse, apply to them with the 
same force as to others. In tu rn, 
cou rts hav e u pheld the v alidity 
of income tax laws which tax 
the general pu blic while ex empt­ 
ing ju dges and other pu blic of­ 
ficials. 
Nev ertheless 
the 
Kentu cky 
cou rt considered it u nwise this 
time to pass on an act affecting 
its own members’ salaries. In­ 
stead, the cou rt adv ised the gov ­ 
ernor to appoint a special cou rt 
of rank eq u al to the cou rt of ap­ 
peals to giv e the final ru ling on 
the income tax . 


gov ernor. He appointed a su b­ 
stitu te cou rt of appeals to pass 
on the tax . Its members were not 
su bject to approv al by the state 
senate. They were to serv e only 
one pu rpose—to decide the v al­ 
idity of the tax . 
Among the ju dges named by 
Gov ernor Chandler were sev eral 
who had been in state employ in 
one capacity or another, one as 
special cou nsel in the attorney 
general’s office. 
They u pheld the constitu tion­ 
ality of the tax . 
The seq u el is that q u ite a nu m­ 
ber of people in Kentu cky cou ld 
not keep u p with the pace, and 
decided to appeal to the Su preme 
Cou rt of the United States. Sal­ 
aries of the U. S. Su preme Cou rt 
are paid only in part by Ken­ 
tu cky , and that part so indirect­ 
ly that the state tax won’t affect 
the members. 
The attorney perfecting the 
appeal is Charles I. Dawson, who 
was a federal district ju dge ir. 
Kentu cky when President Roose­ 
v elt came into office. He spent 
a y ear or two batting down New 
Deal laws with almost u nbroken 
regu larity . A y ear or so ago he 
resigned to take u p priv ate prac­ 
tice.

m in im um loss of tim e an d en ­ 
ergy, is on e of th e problem s to 
w hich th e public em ploym en t 
can be of real use. 
“O ur 
statistical 
d ep artm en t 
h as m ad e a special stud y of sea­ 
son al variation s in m a n u fa c tu r­ 
in g em ploym en t in th e state so 
th a t we m ay be prepared for 
fluctuatin g d em an d s for w ork­ 
ers. We call our m ethod of cop­ 
in g w ith th is problem ‘d ove-tail­ 
in g.’ 
“We kn ow, for in stan ce, th a t 
in August em ploym en t should be 
a t its lowest poin t in such in ­ 
d ustries as hard w are, sm eltin g 
an d refin in g, p a te n t m ed icin es, 
an d chem icals. 
T here will be 
little chan ce to place w orkers in 
these lin es; ra th e r, casual w ork­ 
ers from those field s will have to 
be placed elsew here or en d vrfc 
a period of un em ploym en t. B ut 
we also kn ow th a t th e can n in g 
factories, 
con fection ers, 
an d 
m an u factu rers 
of 
fertilizers, 
stoves, an d furn aces n orm ally 
in crease th e ir em ploym en t d u r­ 
in g August. 
T herefore, we e n ­ 


d eavor to tra n sfe r th e surplus 
labor from on e group to th e 
other. S im ilar tra n sfe rs are m ad e 
th e year aroun d . I t is on e of th e 
objectives of th e em ploym en t 
service to keep th is large m ass 
of casual labor reg isters to serve 
as a reserve upon w hich em ­ 
ployers whose busin ess are of a 
season al n a tu re can d raw .

“They know th at the big com­ 
mercial and gov ernment radios 
p robably will p ick u p all distress 
messages,” say s Robert Reimu s, 
who op erates W6IXZ here.

teu r station conditions will be 
ju st right for recep tion of a life- 
or-death ap p eal th at otherwise 
wou ld be lost.” 
When
